Mn. EDITOU—In my letter of tliree 


weeks ago in reference to Adams county 
historical affairs Borne very excellent 
work in the line of historical research 
aud study, contributed to the general 
stock from time to time by strong aud 
capable men, wan inadvertently omitted 
Lest this oversight might aeeru luvidioue, 
we kindly ask your indulgence and that 
of your readers while we make the 
amende honorable. 


In 187G Rev. J. 1C. Demarest, then 


paator of the Presbyterian Church in 
Gettysburg, published a "Historical Dis- 
.ourst" of very great interest, in which 
lie gave a full and complete acount ol 
the local church from tbe beginning. 


Some yeara later Mr. Demarest distin- 


guished himself greatly by liacing, in a 
series of interesting and highly impor- 
tant sketches, lea in number, and pub- 
lished in the Star and Sentinel, the only 
connected and tellable account of the 
'•Low Dutch Settlement" in Adams 
county ever written. This interesting 
settlement waa situated between the 
Geimau or "Couowago Settlement," on 
the east, and the Scotch-lush ot "Marth 
Creek Settlement," on tbe wett, and ex- 
tended in a north* rly direction Irom the 
Baltimore pike to the York pike, a dis- 
tance of eight or ten miles, with au av- 
eiage wldib of about four miles. It bad 
for its mam thoroughfare a highway of 
considerable local importance known as 
the "I.UW Dutch Itoad." made for- 
ever iatnous by the (Joinle Dj 1'ann in 
his description of the .Battle ot Gettys- 
burg. 


Whether 01 not it H'astlie hint, ttius 


given of ILIs community that inspired 
Mr. Demarc-sl to uudeitako the task may 
ntver be known; but, ouce started on 
the quest, he pursued his lesearches with 
a diligence aud perseverance almost in- 
credible until he had succeeded io saving 
from oblivion a most interesting chapter 
of our early local history. 


Fur this noble woik so well performed 


the name of Itav. J. K. Dernarent will 
ever be held in grateful and lovmg re. 
rnernbrance by every student of Adams 
county early history. TUB writer hereof 
ia proud to say tbat. he is the happy pos- 
aeesor of a complete manuscript copy of 
these invaluable sketches, aud t.hat he 
regards them as among the most cliei" 
ished of his literary treasures. 


In lbT3 a pamphlet was published by 


llev. John Ault, paator of Christ Church, 
in Union township, some two miles east 
of Littlestown, giving a very full and 
detailed account of what is regaided as 
tbe site of the Uiat school aud religions 
society within the present limits of tbe 


summary of tbe institution's work after*' 
a half century of earnest and sucoes»ful'x)Psnt8 a' 
effort iu tlie cause of higher education.;'9"4 
Ae a work of reference in the making ofJAN JACKETS. 
a history of Adams County, should such'; 
a tliiUK ever ba undertaken, it will prove,;. 
of inestimable value. 


Thus have we endeavored to note in a", 


brief and cursory way some of the more 'ratrers 
formal and distinctive efforts in the line na per dozen 
of local history work, but there is be- f 
sides this a great wealth of similar m&-1 lo mention at 
terlal that can only be referred to in a,', 
general way. Very much of such mai- 
ler is scattered through tbe Illes of tbe 
local papers, and is available to parsons 
properly accredited. 


Bath the COMPILER and the Star and\ 


Sentinel are rich in tbeir stores of suet, 
material. 
Various members of the 


County Historical Society organized some. 
fourteen years ago, prepared valuable 
Capers In the same line for use of tl 
society, some of which were publisher 
at Ibe time; but as tbeir eil_rts in thai 
direction will be referred to in our 
view of tbe Society's work, we 
leave tbe subject for tbe present by 
ing pardon in advance for all Inadver 
tencies and inacnracies concerning mat.

In 1839 the Re- 
formed (Getman) withdrew for a similar 
purpoee, and in 1840 a further division 
resulted mthe establishment of St. James 
Lutheran Church school. By lliisrecord 
it would stem that the Methodists had a 
denotnlt ational Sibbath School m opera- 
tion at the titue wheu this union school 
w«s orgacixjd, but unfortunately no 
records of ilseaily woib are known to 
exist. This pamphlet history developed 
many interesting facts which ought to 
be made matter of permanent record. 


In 1893 appeared a "History of St. 


Aloysiua Churcli, Litlleatowu, Pa ," by 
Wffl. McSherry, Jr., Esq., a gentleman 
admirably fitted for the difficult tank.

AtMartinsburg. W. Va., by Mr. John

ble effort to preserve same remembrance 
of those wbo bave gone before, and by 
their lives, Ibeir labors and their sacri- 
fices secured for succeeding generations 
the erjoytneut of happy homes, etc."

MAJOR BOBBINS CORRECTS A PREVAILING 


MISTAKEN IMPRESSION. 


Telford Avenues, Gun Carriages and Tablets 


Enable the Visitors to Gil a Fair Impres- 


sion ol Ihe Southern Side. 


Since the Cooper Bill for the erection 


of a statne of General Lee on toe battle- 
Bold of Gettysburg was first announced, a 
battle royal has been waged in the columns 
of the daily papers of the State. The 
papers themselves have generally opposed 
the bill but their editors have been delug- 
ed with letters from "Constant Header,' 
"Civitaa," "Union Veteran," -'JPio Bono 
Publico,"and in many cases the letters 
have been signed by the proper name? ol 
tbe writers. 


About a week ago a letter appeared in 


the Philadelphia Ledger, which made this 
statement: 


"The battlefield of Gettysburg as it now 


Stands, is a beautiful one-aided picture, 
There is not a monument or inscription to 
show tbat an army equal in numbers and 
valor to our own struggled fiercely for three 
days to destroy it." 


Major Wm. M. Bobbins, in a letter pub- 


lisbea in lajt Sunday's Ledger, contra 
diets this erroneous statement. His letter, 
in part, follows: 


This is equivalent to an assertion that 


nothing'had been done to preserve and 
mark the Confederate Bide of the field. 
Nothing could be more erroneous and un- 
true. 


The troth is tbat Congress bas made 


tbe Gettysburg battlefield a National Park 
and tbe Secretary of War is charged with 
the duty of developing tbe Park and pre- 
serving and accurately marking tbe field 
on both sides. This work is being done, 
under tbe supervision of the Secretary of 
War, by a Park Commission composed of 
two Union officers and one Confederate, 
all of them participants in this battle 


"They have constructed Telford avenues 


twenty feet wide and of tbe most durable 
atyie along the battle lines of both armies. 
Along the avenues which follow the Con- 
federate lines monumental tablets of iron 
of ample dimensions and supported by 
iion pillars have been erected to mark tbe 
positions ol the infantry commands with 
durable inscriptions thereon, Mating the 
number of men in each command, to- 
gether with its movements, nohievements 
and losses in the battle. ' Gun carriages of 
iron mark the positioae occupied by tbe 
Confederate 
batteries. 
And guue are 


mounted on them of the same class and 
callibre as those composing each respec- 
tive battery. Monumental tablets, similar 
to those above mentioned, are erected at 
each battery position with inscriptions 
thereon giving number of rounds fired 
and other particulars, including losses of 
men and horses. The number of Confed- 
erate guns now mounted on the field is 
129. 
Others will be mounted so soon as 


the Government can acquire title to tbe 
land on which they served during the bat- 
tle. The number of monumental tablets 
now on tbe field indicating tbe positions 
and movements of Confederate brigades, 
batteries, battalions, etc., is 180. 


"Tbe length of the Telford avenues alto- 


gether ia about nineteen mi lea. Of this 
more tban one-third has been constructed 
wholly on the Confederate side of the 
field and along the Confederate battle 
lines ; and of tbe other avenues a large 
portion lies on ground over which both 
armies marched and fought. 


"Moreover, five lofty towers have been 


built of iron, one on each of the four cor-
